“Resolved, That we cannot recognize of sustain 
any one as a true minister of the gospel who is a 
slaveholder or a defender of slavery, or who refuses 
to testify against it. 

Whereas, The American Church has given its 
undi-cuised sanction and support to the system of 
American slavery in the following, among other 
ways, Viz: 

1. By a profound silence on the sin of slavehold- 
ing. 

2. By tolerating slave breeding, slave trading, 
and slaveholding in its ministers and members. 

3. By receiving the avails of the traffic in ‘ slaves 
and the souls of men,’ into the treasuries of its dif- 
ferent benevolent institutions ; and, 

4. By its indifference and oppusiticn to the anti- 
slavery enterprise; therefore, 

Resolved, That that church ought not to be re- 
garded and treated as the Church of Christ, but as 
the foe of freedum, humanity, and pure religion, so 
long as it occupies its present position.

How ean it 
be but that those ministers and christians who at- 
tempt to “hide themselves from their awn flesh” 
in this matterare criminal in the sight of the Lord ? 
We look to that denomination with much hone. 
Adv. of Freedom. 


Ata meeting of the Maine Baptist. Anti-Slavery 
Convention held in Belfast. June 16th, the follow- 
ing resolutions were passed. * 

Kesotvea 1. That we recommend the appoinr- 
ment of a Standing Committee of nine, five of 
whom shall forma quorum; who shall be empow- 
ered to call a convention of the Abolition Baptists 
in this State, at such time and place as they shall 
deem expedient; and also to correspond with such 
other Anti-Slavery bodies as thev shall see fit.. 

Resolve! 2. That brethren S. Adlam, W. R. 
Preseott, E. R. Warren, E. W. Cressy, D. Scrib- 
ner, S.. Fogg. L. B. Allen, T. B. Robinson, T. O. 
Lincoln, compose the said committee. 

Resolved 3. That a committee consisting of E. 
R. Warren, S. Adlam. and D. Scribner, he ap- 
Pointed to correspond with Br. Adam Wilson, pnb- 
lisher of the Zion’s Advocate and Eastern Baptist, 
upon the subject of opening an Anti-Slavery de- 
partment in said paper, to be conducted by some 
Baptist Abolitionist ; and that they take measures 
to carrv the same into effect. 

4. Tre Apvocatr or Freepom. published at 
Hallowel, and edited by Austin Willey, being the 
only publication in this State entirely devoted to. the 
interests of the down trodden Slave, therefore Re- 
solved, That said paper is worthy of an exten- 
sive circulation among the Baptist Churches of 
Maine. 

Resolved 5. That this Convention will sustain, 
both by their prayers and their contributions, the 
Baptist Nationan Convention organized in New 
York in April last. 

Resolved 6. That the system of American Sla- 
very has a most pernicious and dangerous influ- 
ence on the masters and on the white population 
generally of the Slave holding States; and there- 
fore its immediate abolition should be sought by 
every Christian and philanthropist. 

Resolved 7. That the recent instances of con- 
version to Abolitionism among ministers of differ- 
ent denominations at the South, isa proof that

“There was one—who often accompanied us 
in our diversions along the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean—oue who frequently gave to such ocea- 
sions an interest beyond the object which lured 
our steps—one who would light up the most com- 
mon themes with her sparkling gems of thought, 
or supply the worn topics with others, brilliant 
and fresh from the recollection and fancy—one, 
who made others happy, without seeming to be 
conscious that she was the source; and who ever 
decidedly evaded the admiration her youth, ge- 
nins, and beauty awakexed—whwe now, alas! has 
lefi us forever! She has gone from the circle of 
our friendship, and the hearth of her fond father, 
to return no more! . Over the pieading youth of 
her age, and the retaining force of her affection, 
death has sadly triumphed ! 

The delicate virtues had bloomed, and those 
that were timidly expanding to the light, have per- 
ished from the earth! ‘The form that moved so 
lightly; the eye that beamed with such tender- 
ness and hope; the lips that ever breathed the | 
accents of gentleness and truth;

that rendered the cheeks still more transparent in 
the reff of their raven darkness ; and the face, |

Mr. Delavan’s Beer Trial. 

We have received th® Report of this trial. It 
appears that in February, 1835, Mr. Delavan caused 
to be published in the Albany Evening Journal a 
statement made by an individual before the late 
Chief Justice Savage, of ibac city. The name of 
the individual was net given, but the public were 
assured it should be done if the facts were denied. 
The substance of the statement, as drawn up by 
the Court,and upon which issue was taken, is as 
follows: 

* That Taylor, the plaintiff, caused his malting 
establishment, on the bill in Albany, to be supplied 
with filihy, putrid water, such as is takeu from 
pools, gutiers and ditches, ia which were dead, pu- 
trid animals; that the water was often so foul and 
polluted as to be green on the surface, and nearly 
as thick ascream with filth; that such water had 
been used by the plaintuff fur several seasons, in 
malting for his brewery ; and that steep tubs, used 
for that purpose, which usually contained seven 
hogsheads, had a deposit of ten or twelve inches of 
the most filihy matter that setled to. the bottom of 
them. This is the essence of the charge as laid in 
‘the declaration, as understood by the general reader, 
and which the defendant was bound to justify.” 

Mr. Taylor thereupou brought a suit to recover 
$74,000 damages four the libel, and consequent inju- 
ry and loss to his good name and honest business. 
There were commenced, also, suits by seven other 
brewing houses against him, holding him to bail in 
the sum of $40,000. ‘These suits were continued 
in Court from time to time, ull the last April term 
of the Circuit Court, judge Cushman presiding. 
The trial occupied five days. Mr. Delavan offered 
the testimony of twenty-six witnesses, and Taylor 
of thirty-five. The Court gave an impartial charge 
to the Jury, who, after only one hour’s considera- 
tion, sealed up their verdict in favor of Delavan, 
with his costs. 

The trial is one of vast importance to the the com- 
munity, and every temperance man should get one 
copy at least to read and lend, so that this branch 
of the great river of desosation may be dried up. 
The report contains a map of the pool and adjoio- 
ing grounds, with the location of the grave yards, 
slaughter houses, glue factory, alms house, orphan 
asylum, sewers, &c., the wash of all which seemed 
to be carefully collected into the pool whence these 
worthy brewers took their malting waters.
